The inauguration of a monument in memory of Géethe was to take 
place at Frankfort, on Tuesday last, with great pomp and ceremony. 

Mr. G. Horncastle, formerly of Drury Lane Theatre, died on Sun- 
day morning last. 

A splendid silver Sax-horn, mounted in gold, has been presented to 
Prince Albert, by Mr. Sax, the inventor. 

The Emperor of Austria has just conferred the Order of the Knights 
of the Eichenkron on Dreyschock, the pianist. 

At Madrid operatic and theatrical business was in great activity, not- 
withstanding the still unsettled state of politics. The Lyceo Theatre, 
closed for some time, had re-opened with a series of performances by 
amateurs. There had been brought out Casimer Delavigne’s LesEnfans 
D’ Edouard, translated by Breton de los Herreros. The dramatic sea- 
son was likely to prove more than usually brilliant, from the number of 
new pieces put in rehearsal, from the pens of Dona Gertrudis Gomez 
D' Ayellando, a young dramatist of promise, author of Alfonso Musio ; 
Signor di Rivas, Gil y Zarate, Zorilla Madrazo, Rubi, Diaz, Breton 
de los Herreros, (the Scribe of the Spanish stage), and others. 

Spohr personally directed the grand festival at Brunswick, of the 
singing academy, on the 29th and 30th ultimo, when, on the first day, 
the Fall of Babylon was executed by 1,000 performers, 700 vocal and 
300 instrumental. On ihe second day the same composer’s fifth symphony 
and Berlioz’s overture to Waverly. 

Henry Carey (to whom some persons attribute the air of “God Save 
the King,” but Mr, Clarke contends that Dr. John Bull composed it,) 
wrote a burlesque opera, called The Dragon of Wantley, which was 
performed at Covent Garden, in 1738 and the following year, he brought 
out a farce, with the following odd title, Margery,a Worse Play than 
the Dragon. 

Mr. John Fletcher, who, in conjunction with Beaumont, wrote fifty- 
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three dramatic pieces, died in London of the plague in 1665, age 49, 
and was buried in St. Mary Overy’s Church, Southwark. 

Booth, the celebrated tragedian, enacted the part of Cato, in Addi- 
son’s play, so nobly and so well, that although it was written on what were 
called Whig principles, the Tories of the day had the good sense not 
to notice it; but on one occasion, when the tragedy was acting, a 
great number of them collected fifty guineas in the boxes, and presented 
them to Booth, with the following compliment :—“ For his honest oppo- 
sition to a perpetual dictator, and his dying so nobly in the cause of 
liberty.” Booth died in 1733, aged 52.
